We think not, ‘It was notorious years ago 
that Barradas was living in infamy with 
the wife of another Post: Office official, now 
deceased, and this fact,was more than once for- 
cibly brought to the notice of the late Postmaster 
General in.a manner that should not have been. 
overlooked; but Mr, Lister, usually.so strict in 
matters of morality, could always find an excuse 
for his profegd in the Money Order department, 
and the seducer and slave to fanfan-was retalned 
‘in his position of trust. oo 
‘Tt was scarcely surprising that 2 man of the 
Barradas type should embezzle Jere sons of 
money when the: opportunities of doing so were 
s0—ensy,-andeit-isperhap onishing that-his 
defatcations did not aggregate a far ager 
amount that the $0,0:0 which he actual ly: 
made away with, That he could have done 
so and got clear away, the evidence of 
the Assistant Postmaster General and manthly 
’ Auditor clearly enough shows, There were 
no proper rules as to a monthly audit. of 
Barradas’ accounts, and by rubbing out a few 
letters on.a Treasury recelpt form—which forms 
by the way, were unnumbered—he was able to 
make {t .serve two purposes | The; monthly. 
auditor did not compare the Treasury ‘vouchers 
with the entries in the books; he said he was 
not bound by ruletodoso! So his cursory 
_ fnspection was no audit at all—a sham, like the 
" whole system in: vogue throughout the entire 
local Government service. But how did Batradas 
“come to be absent on leave in'the month of 
March ? Were all his accounts properly balanced 
and in order at the end.of 1889? Had there 
been an audit of his books and vouchers up 
. to the day ptior to: his departure “on leave”? 
‘Had there been-no “patching up” of his 
accounts, to the tune of $15,co0, at the end of last 
year? Had he never been reprimanded for 
getting his accounts intoan inextricable muddle? 
Was it not notorious, not merely in the Post 
Office but throughout the colony, that he was a 
regular habitu¢ of the Chinese gambling hells in 
Kowloon city ?’ Had he never been seen in the 
company of “doubtiuls”?) Was he aman who, 
as superintendent of a most important public 
department, the Postmaster General could 
ask to “meet a few friends ‘at dinner?” What 
answer can be returned to all these queries? 
Seeing that the official who was mainly respon-- 
sible for this sad business bas gone to his 
eternal rest, one would gladly pass on to other 
matters, and say, ‘let the dead past bury its 
dead’;". but our duty fo the community in 
this affair {s too plain to be disregarded 
for mere sentiment, and we feel bound to 
emphatically protest against the utter reckless- 
ness, carelessness snd neglect of the late Post- 
master General, and we are..afraid we must 
include his locust denens, which made it
